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Keware the Mark of the Beast

The Coming World Dictator 

The time is near when everybody 
will be compelled to receive a mark 
either in his right hand or in his 
forehead, or he will not be allowed 
to buy or sell. Whoever refuses to re- 
ceive this mark will be considered a 
traitor or fifth columnist and will be 
put to death. Every one who does 
take the mark will sell his soul by do- 
ing so. We read from Rev. 17:12, 13, 
“And the ten horns which thou saw- 
est are ten kings, which have received 
no kingdom as yet; but receive power 
as kings one hour with the beast. 
These have one mind, and shall give 
their power and strength wnto the 
beast.” 

This means that there will first 
arise ten dictators who will later give 
all their power and strength to one 
superdictator. It is this superdictator 
who will cause everybody to receive 
the deadly mark, else they cannot buy 
or sell. Many people are more con- 
cerned about their being able to buy 
then they are about their soul’s wel- 
fare. 

We read about the superdictator in 
Rev. 13:1,5,7, “And I stood upon the 
sand of the sea, and saw a beast rise 
up out of the sea, having seven heads 


and ten horns, ... And there was given 
unto him a mouth speaking great 
things and blasphemies; and power 
was given unto him to continue forty 
and two months (three and a half 
years). And he opened his mouth in 
blasphemy against God, to blaspheme 
his name, and his tabernacle, and 
then that dwell in heaven. And it was 
given unto him to make war with the 
saints (God’s people on earth at that 
time), and to overcome them: and 
power was given him over all kindreds, 
and tongues, and nations.” That mea 
he will rule the whole world. Every 
body will be under his power, and will 
obey his orders. 

We note in this first verse that this 
beast had seven heads and ten horns. 
We are told in Rev. 17:9-18 that “the 
seven heads are seven mountains” and 
“the woman which thou sawest is that 
great city, which reigneth over the 
kings of the earth.” 

It is generally supposed that the 
dictator will have his headquarters in 
Rome, and will rule the world from 
there. However, it is possible that he 
might sit elsewhere and receive his 
power from there. Already we can see 
dictators springing up everywhere.

“And he must needs go through 
Samaria.” “I must also see Rome.” 
These are familiar words concerning 
Christ and Apostle Paul. Their pur- 
pose in traveling was not merely for 
sight-seeing but that the _ gospel 
might be sounded out. 

The Bible itself is a travel Book. 
Take the wonderful account of the 


ge of the children of Israel 















rom Egypt to the Promised Land. 
Abraham, “Unto a land that I will 
shew thee”; Jacob, to Padanaram 
and back to Bethel; Elimelech and 
Naomi, with their sons, to Moab; 
Naomi and Ruth, back to Bethlehem; 
the queen of Sheba’s journey to learn 
firsthand of the wisdom of King 
Solomon; Israel, in captivity, to Baby- 
lon and back to Jerusalem; the wise 


men from the East, to Jerusalem, say- - 


ing, “Where is he that is born King 
of the Jews? for we have seen his star 
in the east and are come to worship 
him”; the persecution of the early 
church, causing them to be scattered 
abroad—“Therefore they that were 
scattered abroad went everywhere 
preaching the word”; the enforced 
journey of St. John to the lonely, bar- 
ren isle of Patmos, for the Word of 
God, and for the testimony of Jesus 
Christ. 

While perhaps I shall never be- 
come a world-traveler, no one can 
keep me isolated; with good travel 
oks, I can see and feel the past and 


@::: of all lands. If I can not go 


in person, I shall make it a mental 
journey. As we travel thus, from coun- 
try to country, we get a knowledge 
of their people, religions, manners 
and customs, and economic status— 
in fact, we become world-wide in our 
perspective. Indeed, we can be world- 
travelers without even leaving our 
homes. It is ours to go on the most 
delightful vacations to faraway lands 
in one brief hour. 

Helen Dean Fish says, “There are 
two reasons for reading travel books, 
because you expect to travel and 
because you don’t.” Perhaps the ex- 
tent of our travels in a lifetime will 
include only a few states in America 
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and a few other lands, including 
Palestine, more or less; but through 
books and magazines we need not be 
hemmed in. The world stands be- 
fore us with hundreds of travel books 
to show us God’s great universe! 
Through the medium of the printed 
page, our cultural background is 
greatly enhanced and our mental ho- 
rizon exceedingly widened. We become 
citizens of all countries. 

It is true that we are extremely 
interested in the beauties and his- 
tory of our own America. There are 
also other lands of great interest to 
us, but it seems to me that ministers 
are primarily interested in Palestine 
and in the countries where Apostle 
Paul traveled. Have you yet read the 
THREE inimitable volumes of Thom- 
son on “The Land and the Book’? 
How sacred, informative and thrill- 
ing! Many think nothing will ever 
supercede these volumes on the Holy 
Land. Dr. Thomson was for over 
forty years a missionary to Palestine 
and takes you by mule-back every 
where in the Holy Land. Morton’s 
“Through Lands of the Bible” is also 
splendid. Will there ever be anything 
finer than the volumes of Conybeare 
and Houson, “The Life and Epistles 
of St. Paul’? These volumes put a 
real desire in my heart to visit these 
lands for myself. There are people, 
if given a chance to travel, would say, 
“No thank you, I’m satisfied where 
I am.” Not so for me! In pastoring a 
church of good size and well able, it 
would bring great joy to me if that 
congregation would say, “We are send- 
ing you to the Holy Land with your 
expenses all paid; you are to return 
with firsthand experiences and ob- 
servations for us, and all succeeding 
congregations.” Many other churches 
have done this for their pastors and 
I do not think the Church of God 
will fall behind any church in this 
fruitful undertaking, if Jesus tarries. 

In making selections of our travel 
books, we shall perhaps want such 


volumes as: “Two Years Before the 
Mast” (Dana), “Travels” (Marco 
Polo), “Life on the Mississippi,” 


“Roughing It,” (Mark Twain), “The 


Bible and Spain” (Barrow), “Egypt 
Old and New,” (Martin), “From Pole 
to Pole” (Hedin), “Ocean Outposts” 
(Follett) , “Grand Canyon of Colorado” 
(Van Dyke), “National Parks of the 
East and Northwest” (Trager), and 
many more similar books. Baedeker’s 
guidebooks for travelers, in twenty- 
two volumes, has been one of the 
foremost sets. Next, the less expen- 
sive “Blue Guides,” twenty-two vol- 
umes. Of course, there are many other 
great sets for those who have the time 
and money to go in for them. 


In our travels and studies of them, 
we are constantly aware that we 
“seek a country to come”; that we 
are traveling toward the land, beyond 
this vale of tears, and we are seek- 
ing to take everyone with us who will 
go. I can not refrain from quoting 
the words of Billy Sunday in the 
book entitled “Wonderful”: “One day 
when the children were young, I was 
romping and playing with them. I 
grew tired and lay down to rest. Half 
asleep and half awake, I dreamed I 
journeyed to a far-off land. It was 
not Persia, although the Oriental 
beauty and splendor were there. It 
was not India, although the coral 
strands were there. It was not Ceylon, 
although the beauty and spicy per- 
fume of the famous island paradise 
were there. It was not Italy, although 
the dreary haze of the Italian sky beat 
above me. It was not California, nor 
Florida, although the soft, flower- 
laden breezes of the Pacific and At- 
lantic were there. I looked for weeds, 
briers, thorns, and thistles, but found 
none. I saw the sun in all his meridian 
glory, and asked; ‘When will the sun 
set, and the sky grow dark?’ The in- 
habitants of that land replied, ‘It never 
grows dark in this land; there is no 
night here. Jesus is the light.’ I saw 
the people clothed in holiday attire, 
with faces wreathed in smiles, and 
halos of glory encircling their heads. 
I asked, ‘When will the working men 
go by, with their calloused hands, 
their empty dinner buckets, and faces 
grimed with dust and toil?’ The 
answer came, ‘We toil not, neither do 
we sow nor reap in this land.’ I strolled 
out into the suburbs, and over the 
hills, which would be fit resting places 
for the dead to sleep. I looked for 
monuments, mausoleums, marb le 
Slabs, tombstones, and graves, but 
saw none. Instead, I saw towers, and 
spires, and minarets. I asked, ‘Where 
do you bury the dead of this great

The Church in England 

Dr. Herbert Lockyer, noted British 
author and lecturer, said that in Eng- 
land, “juvenile delinquency is causing 
serious concern and the divorce rate 
is alarming.

The Power of the Holy Spirit in 
the New Testament 


One of the most interesting things 
that strikes a student of Hebrew and 
Greek is the different meanings He- 
brew words of the Old Testament as- 
sume in the Greek New Testament; 
for example, the word “righteous- 
ness” in the Old Testament, mean- 
ing conforming to the law; and “right- 
eousness” in the New Testament, 
meaning to have the gift of the right- 


aul in Acts 13:39. And “grace” or 


@aus of God, so clearly stated by 


“chesed” in the Old Testament, mean- 
ing the grace of God, utterly un- 
deserved by the sinner, and which 
the recipient can never repay. “For 
by grace are ye saved through faith; 
and that not of yourselves, it is the 
gift of God,” Eph. 2:8. 

The sinner in the Old Testament 
truly knew of forgiveness of sin by 
the blood of a goat, bullock or ox; but 
this cannot be compared with the ex- 
perience of a sinner in the New Testa- 
ment dispensation, redeemed with the 
blood of the Son of God. The law 
was given by Moses, grace and truth, 
by Jesus Christ. Therefore, the writer 
of the Epistle to the Hebrews warns 
of the greater responsibility of Chris- 
tian believers, “He that despised 
Moses’ law died without mercy under 
two or three witnesses: Of how much 
sorer punishment, suppose ye, shall 
he be thought worthy, who hath trod- 
den under foot the Son of God, and 
hath counted the blood of the cove- 


eo". wherewith he was sanctified, 


unholy thing, and hath done de- 
spite unto the Spirit of grace?” Heb. 
10:8, £9. 

So the. “baptism of the Holy Spirit” 
in the New Testament assumes a 
higher, deeper, more glorious mean- 
ing than the “nofal,” the “falling” 
of the Spirit in the Old Testament. In 
the New Testament, the baptism of 
the Holy Spirit is the experience of 
transfiguration, truly a foretaste of 
glory divine. It is “joy unspeakable 
and full of glory,’ no more the privi- 
lege of a few individuals or “sons of the 
prophets,” who belonged to the school 
of prophets, but each believer in Je- 
sus Christ receives the promise of 
the Father for the asking, Luke 11:13. 
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The “falling” of the Spirit of the 
Old Testament reaches its complete 
fulfilment and glory in the upper 
room on the Day of Pentecost, when 
the promise of the Father to the Son 
was fulfilled, “when they were all 
with one accord in one place. And sud- 
denly there came a sound from heaven 
(the Rabbinic Bath Qol) as of a rush- 
ing mighty wind, and it filled all the 
house where they were sitting. And 
there appeared unto them cloven 
tongues like as of fire, and it sat 
upon each of them. And they were 
all filled with the Holy Ghost, and 
began to speak with other tongues, 
as the Spirit gave them utterance,” 
Acts 2:2-4. 


This wonderful experience of Acts 
2 is thereafter spoken of by the dis- 
ciples as the “baptism of the Spirit” 
(Acts 8:14-17; Acts 19:1-7; Acts 10: 
44-46), and they looked upon it as 
the sign that the believer had fully 
surrendered himself to God, and had 
received the enduement of power from 
on high for Christian service. The 
baptism of the Spirit not only con- 
ferred power upon the believer, but 
being filled with the Spirit assured 
him of wisdom, guidance, and divine 
counsel. “The fruit of the Spirit is 
love, joy, peace, longsuffering, gentle- 
ness, goodness, faith, meekness, tem- 
perance,” Gal. 5:22, 23.” 


It is pitiful to see how often so- 
called Bible teachers who think they 
know Greek, and try hard to impress 
others with their knowledge (?) of 
Greek, quibble over the phrase “bap- 
tism of the Spirit.” The Greek word 
“en” used with the dative case can 
have the meaning “in”; but, as it is 
used in the Greek New Testament, its 
proper translation, according to Greek 
syntax, should be “with,” because the 
dative is used to express the cause or 
manner of the action of the verb, or 
the instrument by which it is carried 
out. For example, in Matthew 26:53 
we read: “They that take the sword 
shall perish with the sword.” The 
phrase here is in the dative case, and 
the preposition “en” is translated 
“with.” Either “by” or “with” is a 
correct translation. To speak of the 
“baptism in the Spirit,” as some of 
these so-called Greek scholars would 
have us read, is also theologically

wrong; for the Holy Spirit is not a 
thing to be baptized in, but the Holy 
Spirit emanates from above. 

On the Day of Pentecost, in the 
upper room there came a sound from 
heaven; and the cloven tongues of 
fire, too, came not from below, but 
from above. The “falling” of the 
Spirit of the Lord is translated in the 
Septuagint, or Greek Old Testament, 
as “hupno,” from which the English 
word “hypnotic” comes. In the New 
Testament, “falling into a trance” is 
recorded in three passages (Acts 10: 
10; 11:5, and 22:17). The Greek gives 
the word “Ekstasis” (ecestasu) for 
the English word “trance” (in the 
Authorized Version), and the Latin 
gives “excessus” in the two former 
passages, and “stupor mentis” in the 
latter. “Ekstasis” is the state in which 
a man has passed out of the usual 
order of his life, beyond the usual 
limits of consciousness and volition. 

“Excessus” is a condition of seeming 
death to the outer world, which we 
speak of as a trance. “Ekstasis,” from 
which we get the English “ecstacy” or 
“rapture,” appears to be in the New 
Testament the highest degree in the 
spiritual realm attained in the world. 
In this state, Peter “saw heaven 
opened,” Acts 10:10. In this state 
Peter says, “I was in the city of Joppa 
praying, and in a trance (rapture or 
ecstacy) I saw a vision,” Acts 11:5. 
It was in this condition that Paul 
found himself while he was in Jeru- 
salem, “even while I prayed in the 
temple, I was in a trance,” Acts 22: 
17. We believe that it is sacriligious 
for Bible teachers to quibble and try 
to explain away these wonderful vi- 
sions of rapture, and relegate these 
ecstatic experiences to another or for- 
gotten dispensation. They were real 
to Paul. They were real to Peter, 
and were real—and are real—to thou- 
sands of saints who can sing: 

“Blessed assurance, Jesus is mine! 

Oh, what a foretaste of glory divine.” 
and again, 

“Perfect submission, perfect delight, 

Visions of rapture now burst on my 

sight.” 
These lines would seem a mockery 
and an illusion were we to listen to 
the expositions of some teachers who 
would deny the possibility of a pres-

If you visit the small city of Dayton, 
in the foothills of the Tennessee 
mountains, beware of asking, as many 
do, “Is this Monkey Town?” The reply 
will be brief and to the point: “No, 
but monkeys pass through once in a 
while.” 

Upon investigation, you will learn 
that Dayton is not “Monkey town”; 
rather, it is “Anti-Monkey Town,” for 
it was here that modernists and fun- 
damentalists came to blows concern- 
ing the origin of man—whether by 
evolution or by creative act of Al- 
mighty God. 

In 1925, was presented to the state 
legislative body, a bill to make illegal 
the “teaching of the evolution theory 
in all the universities .. . all other 
public schools of Tennessee, which are 
supported in whole, or in part, by the 
public school funds of the state.” 

It is generally conceded that the act 
was passed for political reasons and 
was signed by a governor who re- 
marked at the time that it would 
never be effective.

standing events of the history of Ten- 
nessee. 

To the people of Dayton, who long 
considered their community a strong- 
hold of Bible believers, it meant little 
or nothing. Evolution had made slight 
ingress into the minds of the towns- 
men or their deeply religious moun- 
tain neighbors. Unique, indeed, was 
the mountain family which did not 
prize among its possessions a well- 
thumbed Bible, read from “kiver to 
kiver.” 

But in the town were those who 
found interesting an item in the 
Chattanooga papers to the effect that 
the American Civil Liberties Union 
would finance a test case of the Ten- 
nessee law. 

Under the eyes of one, George 
Rappleyea, fell this brief notice. An 
adventurer, Rappleyea had visions of 


publicity for himself and the city, to: 


say nothing of an opportunity to have 
the statute removed from the books. 
Others too, had seen the notice. 
‘THE CULPRIT 
In the local drugstore, owned by 


F. E. Robinson, sat two young Jawyers, 
Wallace Haggard and Sue K. Hicks. 
With them, enjoying the coolness of a 
drink after an afternoon of tennis, 
was John Thomas Scopes, science 
teacher in the local high school. 

They were discussing the evolution 
law. When discussion was well under 
way, in walked Rappleyea. It de- 
veloped that Scopes was using in h 
classes Hunter’s Biology, a_ stat 
adopted text which supported the 
theory of evolution. 

Here was the situation: ... on the 
law books of the State was a statute 
prohibiting the teaching of a theory. 
Into the schoolrooms of the same 
state, the department of education 
had put a text, the very pages of 
which were opposed to the statute— 
fertile ground for controversy. 

The addition of Walter White, 
school superintendent, to the group 
added fuel to the fast kindling flames, 
and it was decided to arrest Scopes on 
a charge of breaking the law. 

Before the group left the store, the 


warrant for his arrest had been signed & 
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and served, the trial being set for the 
following Friday. Everyone was satis- 
fied: . . . the attorneys would have 
opportunity to exercise their talents 
before the bar; the teacher would 
have his expenses and fine paid and 
would be, at least for a while, in the 
limelight; and, by no means of least 
import, Rappleyea would have his ad- 
venture. 

Little did they dream of the world- 
wide significance the trial would 
have. To them it was merely a bit of 
fun with which to while away the 
otherwise dreary hours. But man’s 
plans are not God’s plans! 

A telephone call was made to a 
Nashville paper, which saw latent 
possibilities for a real scoop. By the 
close of the next day, Dayton was 


on: matter throughout the coun- 


ry. The war was on. 

At the preliminary hearing, the 
case was bound over to the circuit 
court, to convene with Judge J. T. 
Raulston presiding on the ninth of 
July. 

The sleepy town of Dayton awoke. 


From far and near came the people, 
some jogging in on mules, others jolt- 
ing in atop the family wagon. Still 
others arrived in automobiles of every 
possible description and value. Street 
hawkers walked the streets selling 
their wares. Young men ran here and 
there, delivering telegrams, often 
“keeping the change,” and dashing 
hurriedly back to the operators for 
further messages. 

Local hotels enjoyed a prosperity 
hitherto unknown. Every available 
bed was taken, and proprietors sought 
places in private homes for those who 
had come to witness the trial. “Why,” 
exclaimed one proprietor, “they were 
sleeping on the roof and fire escapes. 

e had to put cots all over the top 

f this building, and even then we 
turned them away.” 

A group of Christian leaders, then 
meeting in Memphis, enlisted for the 
prosecution the services of William 
Jennings Bryan. The Chicago press 
arranged for Clarence Darrow to sup- 
port the defense. Other legal helpers 
of the defense included Dudley Field 
Malone, John L. Godsey, and Bain- 
bridge Colby. 

H. L. Mencken, his ink pot filled 
with fire and brimstone, was present 
—present until, as reports have it, he 
found it advisable to remove himself 
to safer ground, having stirred the ire 
of mountain folks by his snearing re- 
marks against God and His Word. 
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THE DUEL 

Opening details of the trial were 
soon over, and the battle narrowed 
down to two men. Scopes was pushed 
aside, coming and going without legal 
restraint. He was merely the match, 
which, having started the conflagra- 
tion, was consumed in its heat. 

Local attorneys and Darrow’s asso- 
ciates also became bystanders, inter- 
posing objections here and there, but 
otherwise sitting quietly in the ring- 
Side seats of the arena. Rappleyea, 
the ballyhoo man, was forgotten. 

Only Darrow, the agnostic, and 
Bryan, the Christian, remained—face 
to face. 

Having opened court in the Rhea 
County Courthouse, Judge Raulston, 
fearing the floor might give way un- 
der the weight of the audiences, 
moved the trial to the front. lawn, and 
there, under the great oaks, somehow 
symbolic of the man they shaded 
from the blazing sun, William Jen- 
nings Bryan willingly submitted him- 
Self to cross-examination by the 
world’s leading criminal lawyer. 

Backed by people who loved the 
God he loved, he withstood the bitter, 
sarcastic thrusts of the agnostic Dar- 
row, repeatedly declining to retreat 
behind the objections of his associates. 

It was not William Jennings Bryan 
who was on the stand throughout 
those trying days. It was the Word of 
God, and Bryan knew it could not fail. 
He had the faith to submit to any 
persecution, that the world might 
know the taunts and attacks of athe- 
ism and agnosticism could not destroy 
his belief. What a testimony to those 
of us who falter and waver before the 
least opposition! 

Looking back upon the epoch-mak- 
ing events of those days—one historic 
fact stands out that everyone can see 


—there was never an hour but what 
William Jennings Bryan was complete 
master of every situation. 

In his attack on Bryan, Mr. Darrow 
used every legal device and trick. 
Time after time, the attack became 
personal. Indeed, the issue had long 
since been forgotten. But let the court 
record speak for itself, as no descrip- 
tion can: 

“Darrow—Mr. Bryan, you have giv- 
en considerable study to the Bible, 
haven’t you? 

“Bryan—Yes, sir, I have tried to. 

“Darrow—Do you claim that every- 
thing in the Bible should be literally 
interpreted? 

“Bryan—I believe everything in the 
Bible should be accepted as it is given 
there. 

“Darrow—Do you believe that God 
made a fish big enough to swallow 
Jonah? 

“Bryan—yYes, sir. Let me add, one 
miracle is just as easy to believe 9s 
another. 

“Darrow—Do you believe that Josh- 
ua stopped the movements of the sun 
and earth, or that in order to length- 
en the day it could have been con- 
strued that the sun stood still?” 

The audience leaned forward ex- 
pectantly. 

Calmly, Mr. Bryan lifted a glass of 
water into the air: “I would not at- 
tempt to say what would have been 
necessary, but I know this, that I can 
take a glass of water that would fall 
to the ground without the strength of 
my hand, and I can overcome the law 
of gravitation and lift it up. If my 
puny hand can overcome the law of 
gravitation to that extent, I would not 
deny power to the hand of Almighty 
God that made the universe.” 

The crowd settled back in their 
seats—satisfied. 





Rhea County Courthouse, Scene of the Scopes Trial 
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Following an objection by one of 
Mr. Bryan’s attorneys to the cross- 
examination, Mr. Bryan spoke again: 

“The reason I am arguing is not for 
the benefit of the Supreme Court. It 
is to keep these gentlemen from say- 
ing that I was afraid to meet them 
and let them question me, and I want 
the Christian world to know that any 
atheist, agnostic or unbeliever can 
question me any time as to my belief 
in God and I will answer him.” 

Fast and furiously the questions 
and answers flew through the air. 
Darrow had crossed swords with no 
novice and was beginning to realize it. 
In the midst of the argument, Bryan 
gave the keynote of the whole exam- 
ination: “The purpose of this exam- 
ination is to cast ridicule on every- 
body who believes in the Bible.” 

Darrow almost screamed his reply. 
“We think the purpose is preventing 
bigots and ignoramuses from control- 
ling the education of the United 
States.” 

“I am simply trying to protect the 
Word of God against the greatest 
atheist or agnostic in the United 
States,” continued Bryan. “I am not 
afraid to get on the stand in front of 
him and let him do his worst.” 

Bedlam reigned. Amid the pounding 
of the judge’s gavel, the objections of 
the attorneys, and the applause and 
shouting of the people, Bryan, alone, 
stood calm and defiant. 

Quiet restored, the gruelling con- 
tinued, until in answer to a question 
relative to the length of the Genesis 
days of creation, Mr. Bryan rose to his 
feet and addressed the judge: 

“Your honor, I think I can shorten 
this testimony. The only purpose Mr. 
Darrow has is to slur the Bible, but I 
will answer his questions all at once. 
I want the world to know that this 
man who does not believe in God is 
trying to use a court in Tennessee...” 


“I object,” shouted Darrow. “I am 
examining you on your false ideas 
that no intelligent Christian on earth 
believes.” 

“The court is adjourned,” snapped 
the judge. 

The following morning Bryan an- 
nounced his intention of asking Dar- 
row to take the witness stand and to 
submit to cross-examination by him. 

The Judge, legally so, ruled such 
testimony would be irrelevant. It was 
time for the arguments to the jury. 
At the critical moment, Mr. Darrow 
rose to his feet and blandly an- 
nounced that the defense waived its 
right to address the jury, thus depriv- 
ing Bryan of the right to close for the 
State, probably Darrow’s’. greatest 
coup—a coup based upon fear of 
Bryan’s earnestness and eloquence. 
Thus Darrow denied the commoner 
the privilege of using the famous 


Scopes case as a sounding-board for- 


appealing to the Nation’s conscience, 
a stroke which obviously disappointed 
Bryan. The trial, in the minds of most, 
was over. 

Scopes was found guilty and fined 
$100, which fine was remitted when 
the case was carried to a higher court. 
Apparently tired of the whole affair, 
he refused to commercialize his ex- 
perience and accepted a scholarship 
to the university of Chicago, later go- 
ing to South America, finally return- 
ing to a position in the West. 

His was a cheerless lot, changing 
rapidly from that of the central fig- 
ure in a local trial to that of a help- 
less pawn in a game of knights and 
kings. Let him summarize himself: “I 
don’t care to be an exhibit. Besides, I 
don’t know enough about evolution to 
lecture on it.” 

Darrow’s record continued to be 
that of an aged man who openly de- 
fied the God of creation of which he 
was a part and to Whom he must give 








account. Let him also summarize his 
part in the trial, in words used upon 
a return trip to Dayton. 

Looking with interest at a new 
structure across the street from his 
hotel, he asked what it was. “That,” 
said his companion, “is the new Cum- 
berland Presbyterian Church.” “Huh!” 
replied the lawyer. “The devil and I 
didn’t do so much good down here 
after all.” 

So has it been with the various 
other notables of the great Scopes 
Trial, each returning to his own in- 
terests. .. 

But not so with Bryan. 

At the conclusion of the trial, he 
remained in Dayton, living quietly in 
the home of Richard F. Rogers, where 
he had been staying since his coming 
to the community. On Sunday morn- 
ing, the twenty-sixth of July, h 
attended the Southern Methodist 
Church of Dayton, offering the morn- 
ing prayer. 

Returning home for a hearty din- 
ner, he later retired for his afternoon 
nap, remarking that he had never felt 
better than at that time. The exertion 
of the trial, however, had made its 
demands upon his physical body. 
Quietly, in his sleep, away from the 
public he had so long served and 
loved, he laid his burdens down at the 
feet of his Savior and went home to be 
with Him for Whom he had given his 
very life. 

All that is the physical Bryan today, 
lies in Arlington Cemetery amid the 
great heroes of this country—a soldier 
of the cross. But the real Bryan lives 
on. 

BRYAN UNIVERSITY 

At Arlington stands a large, yet 
simple, stone memorial. This is sym- 
bolic of his death. But in Dayton 
there stands a different memorial—a 
living, breathing, vital memorial. Th

This means that it will be but a short 
while until the final great world-dic- 
tator will arise. There will be perhaps 
an international currency and an in- 
ternational code that every one will 
be compelled to accept or else forfeit 
his life. 

Rev. 13:16, 17 says, “And he causeth 
all, both small and great, rich and 
poor, free and bond, to receive a mark 


in their right hand, or in their fore-° 


heads: And that no man might buy 
or sell, save he that had the mark, or 
the name of the beast, or the number 
of his name.” 

Scripture declares that this monster 
of iniquity will have God’s people put 
to death because they refuse to re- 
ceive his mark, which would mean 
their soul-damnation for to receive 
this mark would mean to renounce 
God and accept the world-dictator 
and worship him as God. We are told 
that he that saves his life shall lose it 
in those terrible times. That means 
that whoever receives this mark in 
order to work or buy food will lose his 
soul, for it will mean a selling out to 
the devil and the antichrist. The Bible 
further says he that loses his life shall 
save it, which means that the person 
who chooses to be put to death rather 
than to receive this cruel mark in the 
right hand or in the forehead, will lose 
his physical life but will save his soul.

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THE NAME SYSTEM 


We also have the name system with 
us. In Russia, it is the name of Com- 
munism. Try to do anything in that 
country in any other name than Com- 
munism and it will mean your death. 
In Italy, everything had to be done 
in the name of Fascism. In Nazi Ger- 
many, you had to take the name of 
Nazism or be imprisoned or put to 
death. Many other countries have 
their names, too. Finally all these 
national name systems will give way 
to an international name system. 


THE NUMBER SYSTEM 

Practically every nation on earth 
today has accepted the number sys- 
tem. The people of the entire world 
are being regimented. They all must 
have their number in order to get 
work or buy food or clothing. This 
dreaded antichrist system will first be 
adopted by individual nations but will 
later give way to an international 
number system. 


THE BRAND OF HELL 

What will it mean to receive this 
mark? It will mean that you can have 
a part in this world’s trade and com- 
merce for a few months, but when 
God cometh out of His place to pun- 
ish the inhabitants of the earth for 
their iniquities (Isa. 26:20, 21), it will 
mean that you will fall into the hands 
of the angry God. The mark of the 
beast is the brand of hell. When you 
sell out to the devil, like a ranchman, 
Satan will brand you or mark you.

ent-day Christian to attain to this 
bliss, this joy unspeakable and full of 
glory. 

The revival which Christians await, 
and for which many saints are pray- 
ing day and night that it might come 
to pass, will arrive only with “perfect 
submission” on the part of believers in 
Christ. That is how the great revival 
came about in 1727 under the leader- 
ship of Count Zinzendorf in Moravia, 
and the group experienced the baptism 
of the Holy Spirit. 

A Moravian historian says, “The 
Holy Ghost came upon us, and in 
those days great signs and wonders 
took place in our midst—self-love and 
self-will, as well as all disobedience, 
disappeared, and an overwhelming 
flood of grace swept us all out into the 
great ocean of divine love. Exactly 
what happened that Wednesday after- 
noon, Aug. 13, 1727, in the specially- 
called communion service at Berthels- 
dorf, none of the participants could 
describe. They left the house of God 
that noon hardly knowing whether 
they belonged to earth, or had al- 
ready gone to heaven.” 

The question for Christians today to 
decide is: Is the Christian faith mere- 
ly a system of ethics, or is it a super- 
natural power? a “Great Mystery,” or 
something to be explained away by 
psychologists as in the natural? Was 
that power given for another age and 
the dispensation of the apostles, or is 


that power of the Holy Ghost available 
for us today? 

We believe that the gospel is that 
great power unto salvation to every 
one that believeth, to the Jew first, 
and also to the Greek. “Tarry ye in 
the city of Jerusalem, until ye be en- 
dued with power from on high,” Luke 
24:49, is a blessing to be desired and 
to be coveted by Christians, not only 
of Jerusalem, but by Christians in 
every place and in every age, until 
He come, and the Holy Spirit goes 
back to the Father, having fulfilled 
His mission in the church on earth.

The plot of 
ground is a part of one of the most 
beautifully shaped hills to be found 
anywhere, gradually sloping from the 
highway to form a lovely plateau-top 
of several acres, where a number of 
cabins have already been built. The 
property cost $14,000 and a committee 
has been appointed to take steps in 
constructing a tabernacle that will 
accommodate the state convention and 
camp meeting next year. By next year, 
it is expected that many more cabins 
will be decorating the lovely campus. 

A large tent was used this year and 
it was packed out pretty much all the 
time, from the very first service 
through the last. The services: Sun- 
rise, 6 a. m.; Bible study, 9:30-10:30 
a. m.; preaching, 11:00 a. m.-12 M.; 
preaching, 2:00 p. m. and again at 6:45 
p.m. Business sessions were called all 
along but this did not detract in the 
least from the holy and spiritual at- 
mosphere that prevailed throughout 
the meeting, July 4-12.

is symbolic of his life and his testi- 
mony. 

} Shortly before the departure of Mr. 
Bryan, as he sat on the front porch 
of the Rogers home and looked out 
over the neighboring hills, he men- 
tioned his wish to establish a boys’ 
school. When asked why not a uni- 
versity, he remarked that it was too 
great a task to do so for a man yet 
living. 

After his death, a free-lance re- 
porter suggested that a university be 
built in Dayton, and the undertaking 
was soon under way. 


Founded upon the Word of God, 
believing it without restrictions, and 
# teaching it as the infallible, unchange- 
able, everlasting Word of God, the Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan University held 
its opening session on September 18, 
1930, in the very courtroom in which 
Mr. Bryan had defended his faith. Dr. 
George E. Guille, as president of the 
institution, delivered the opening ad- 
dress, his subject being, “Wisdom, Hu- 
man and Divine.” 

Without a building to its name, 
other than an immense concrete 
foundation, the school moved into the 
abandoned high-school building, 
where for five years classes were 
taught. As though emphasizing the 
victory of Mr. Bryan, the first meet- 
ing of the Bible class was held in the 
very room in which Scopes had taught 
evolution. 

The beginning was humble in the 
extreme. A campaign with a goal of 
five million dollars had fallen short 
of its mark, leaving the University 
facing a depression and burdened 
with debts. On all sides, it was said 
the University could not live. Many 

ho had, in its inception, supported 
it dropped by the wayside. But there 
were others, who like Bryan, did not 
fear to bring their Lord to the test. 
They went to their knees and asked in 
faith, believing. And the work pro- 
gressed. 

Inside the dilapidated old brick 
building, little more than rainproof, 
and not that in spots, moved up and 
down the time-worn steps some fifty 
young men and women, many of 
whom had dedicated their lives to 
full-time Christian service. Quietly, 
yet with determination, students and 
faculty labored together in the build- 
ing of a memorial to a great man, in 

a the training of those to take up the

banner his hands had held aloft so 
long. 

Financial conditions were not im- 
proved by admitting numerous stu- 
dents who, though deserving, were not 
able to pay expenses. A close survey 
of records will show that students 
more fortunatae than others secretly 
paid tuition for brothers in Christ. 
Further search will show that faculty 
members, receiving less than half of 
their salaries, devoted a portion of 
their income toward the expenses of 
deserving students, who could only 
thank the Lord that “someone” was 
being used to make their education 
possible. 

During the summer of 1935, at the 
urgent petitioning of the student 
body, the faculty determined to step 
out on faith and reopen building 
operations on the foundation which 
had been previously built. With $204 
in the building fund, the work was 
begun. “Forward through faith” be- 
came the watchword. 

Suffice it to say that by the time 
school was opened in September, suf- 
ficient building had been done to 
house, successfully, if not comfortably, 
the students for that session. The 
thirty-thousand-volume library had 
likewise found space in the new loca- 
tion. With songs of rejoicing and 
praise, Bryan University opened its 
first school year on its own campus. 
The walls were bare tile, the floors 
cold concrete, the heating system a 
number of “cannonball” stoves; but 
God had prospered, and students and 
faculty felt at home. 

The next year two additional rooms 
were added and steam heating sys- 
tems installed in the classrooms and 
the men’s dormitory, the Octagon. 
Progress was slow at times because of 
the policy of going ahead only as 
funds were at hand, including no new 
obligations. Old obligations, in fact, 
have been rapidly retired until today 
the institution stands practically free 
from debt except to faculty members. 

In June of 1938, forced by circum- 
stances to provide new accommoda- 
tions for the young women students, 
the University instituted a larger 
program, entailng the construction 
of twenty rooms on the main floor of 
Memorial Building, as well as a large 
kitchen and dining room in the base- 
ment. As the Lord has provided funds, 
this work has progressed. The 1938-39 
session was in many ways the most 
successful in the history of the school, 
the 1939-40 session bringing even 
greater increase in the student body 


and staff. 

The William Jennings Bryan Uni- 
versity is a living memorial to Mr. 
Bryan. It opposes in its teaching any- 
thing that smacks of modernism, or 
evolution. Its aim is to honor Christ, 
to work for spiritual education first, 
without sacrificing academic educa- 
tion. 

Despite war restrictions of the last 
four years, progress has been evident, 
and numerous improvements have 
been made, not the least of which is 
found in the opening of “Faculty Vil- 
lage,” where an attractive home has 
been constructed for the use of the 
President and his family until eco- 
nomic conditions permit the construc- 
tion of a larger, permanent place of 
residence. A second faculty home is 
now nearing completion and will be 
followed, as the Lord enables, by the 
building of still others. Construction 
of these homes will in a measure alle- 
viate the congestion in the present 
faculty apartments and will free more 
Space for use as dormitory rooms. 

But even more building must be 
done, if the University is to push to- 
ward its ultimate goal of providing 
Christian college education for from 
five to seven hundred young people. 
That such education is both desired 
and needed is testified to by the suc- 
cess experienced by former students 
and graduates, who now occupy posi- 
tions of importance and trust with 
the Government in the armed services. 
in pastorates, in schools, in home 
mission fields, and in foreign fields, 
which include China, Africa, and Cen- 
tral America.
